Rcnnes, France, July 1—Dreyfus ar- 


rived at 6 o'clock this morning and ap- 
peared in good health. He wore a blue 
suit, grey overcoat and soft felt hat. 
His hair is turning grey and his beard 
is reddish. 


The landing of Dreyfus at Quiberen 


in the midst of a storm was almost un- 
noticed. A guard boat put out to the 
Sfax, boarded her in terribly rough 
weather and rowed directly ashore with 
Dreyfus. 
Dreyfus entered a landeau 


and was driven to the station, without 
incident. He did not speak a word. 
Personally he opened the door of the 
car. He was visible only a moment to 
reporters. He left the train at Rabel- 
ais and there was a race to the prison 
gates. The troops and mounted gen- 
darmes shouted and yelled as though 
they -were accompanying fire engines 
instead of escorting a prisoner. Gen- 
darmes from the prison emerged and 
forced the crowd back. The transform- 
ation from tranquilty to a scene of the 
wildest gesticulation defies description. 
The suddenness of the movement sur- 
prised the prisoner as well as the 
crowd, but beyond exclamtions of sur- 
prise and curiosity there were no cries 
of any sort. 


Dreyfus entered the prison, and was 


taken to a cell and then his faithful 
wife was admitted. The meetins^w.aa 
most touching. Both were deeply affect- 
ed. They remained long ini each other's 
arms, tears and smiles intermingling 
with tender endearments. 


There were no signs of public- de- 


monstrations at nooru 


The return of Dreyfus to Firance Has 


rarely been paralleled in the popular in- 
terest excited since the return of Napo- 
leon from the Isle of Elba. Five years 
ago he was sent into exile, branded as a 
traitor, disgraced, humiliated, loathed 
and despised as the representative of a 
hated race as well as a traitor to his 
country. Yet the return of this man, 
who was once looked upon as a reptile fit 
only to be crashed under foot, is enough 
to plunge the country almost into the 
throes of revolution. 


The explanation of such a tremendous 


upheaval in ^-'«,:;o sentiment is to be 
found in the fact that Dreyfus was the 
victim of powerful officials on the gen- 
eral staff of the army. They set about 
to prove ihat Dreyfus had sold military 
secrets to the German government. He 
was a Hebrew and at that time hatred 
against the Jewish people was extremely 
intense and bitter in France. 
They 


thought it would be very easy to make 
a scapegoat of Dreyfus. Several docu- 
ments were"forged, and chiefly through 
these documents Dreyfus was convicted 
at a secret trial before a court-martial, 
where he was not even allowed to see the 
evidence against him. 


After the trial he was publicly de- 


graded, stripped of his uniform, and his 
sword broken in the presence of Wie army 
of which he was an officer. Then he was 
sentenced to life imprisonment on Devil'a 
island, off the coast of French Guiana In 
South America. 


But justice was working slowly, and 


chiefly through the heroic effort* of 
Dreyfus' devoted wife people began to 
Jook more closely into the Dreyfus case. 
The officers of the general staff, who 
feared exposure if the case was reopened, 
frowned on any attempt to obtain a re- 
trial of the case, but though they have 
moved heaven and earth in the past two 
years, they have not been able to stifle 
the conviction which had been slowly 
growing on the public that Dreyfus had 
been unjustly convicted. 


Developments came slowly, but after 


one officer, Colonel Henry, had committed 
suicide, after confiding that he had 
forged some of the Dreyfus documents, 
and Colonels Esterhazy and Paty de 
Clam -had confessed to other forgeries, 
the demand for a revision becajme irre- 
sistible. 


The matter wag referred to the court 


of cassation last year, atid since then 
the French people have practically been 
divided into two classes—Dreyfusitea 
and anti-Dreyfusites. But the evidence 
Of the prisoner's innocence was so strong 
that the court of cassation decided to 
grant Dreyfus a new trial, and immedi- 
ately the cruiser Sfax was sent to Devil's 
island to take the prisoner home.

Stands by His Refusal to Grant Mr. 


Severance a License. Final An- 


awer'Last Evening. 


C. G. Sanford, chairman ot the board 


of selectmen, gave his final decision in 
regard to the Severance license question 
last night. Mr. Sanford when consulted 
last evening wished it stated that he 
had not given his decision to anyone 
and he had a letter addressed to Mr. 
Severance's attorney, which he mailed 
at 7:35 last evening Riving his final de- 
cision. It would appear from an article 
in one of the local papers that Mr, San- 
ford lacked the nerve to get rid of Mr. 
Smith and had used the press to break 
the ice. Mr. Sanford therefore wishes 
to deny that such was the case and that 
some people had taken too much for 
granted. 


The decision reads that he- will not 


grant the license and will not cause it 
to be granted. When asked if he would 
resign as chairman he said he would 
not, that he had given his decision and 
that he was man enough to stand back 
of it. Mr. Sanford also stated that it 
was through no outside influence that 
he had come to this decision, that com- 
plaints had been entered against Mr. 
Severance and knowing that they were 
true he could not conscientiously grant 
the license. 


The decision is once more causing a 


great deal of talf about town, and peo- 
ple are -wondering what will be -ionc 
next There are a great many people 
who feel that it is an injustice to Mr. 
Severance, and that if the license was 
to be taken from one man it should be 
taken from the others. On the other 
hand there are people ia town, especial- 
ly among the women, who feel that Mr. 
Sanford has taken the proper action, 
and that he should stand by it.

War Department to Te»t Invention* 


Designed to Locate tne FlMB. 


An investigation is being conducted 


by officers of the war department at 
Washiflgton with a view to the adop- 
tion of some invention by which it ia 
hoped to locate the flash of smokeless 
powder in warfare. The department 
has been informed that Professor Regi- 
nald A. Fessenden of the Western Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania has invented a 
telescope which lessens the effect of 
smokeless powder by making it possible 
to locate the flash when the gnn is dig- 
charged. This is not the only invention 
now before the department. 
Several 


days ago Mr. Alexander Goiterman 
wrote to the war department suggest- 
ing the adoption of a specially con- 
structed pair of spectacles, made of 
blue glass, by the use of which he 
thinks the wearer will be able to locate 
the flash of smokeless powder. It is a 
scientific fact that the flash from light- 
ed potash is much more perceptible 
when observed through blue glasses, 
and Mr. GuiLciumu's letter was re- 
ferred by Acting Secretary Meiklejohn 
to Colonel Smart of the medical depart- 
ment for investigation, says the New 
York Sttn. 


Colonel Smart procured from the 


bureau of ordnance a quantity of 
smokeless powder taken from Mauser 
cartridges and conducted the other day 
several experiments at the Army Med- 
ical museum to determine the value of 
the blue glass idea. The investigation 
led to several important discoveries, 
which it is believed will be of value in 
the perfecting of an invention to be 
used in locating the powder flash. The 
principle of the discovery is. that it is 
necessary to darken the reflection from 
the field itself to detect the faint light 
flash. The experiments with blue and 
colored glass proved very satisfactory in 
producing a dark field, but Colonel 
Smart was unable .to procure the prop- 
er material for a complete test. He 
believes, however, that, with the prop- 
er kinds of glass used in connection 
with good field glasses, a dark light 
will enter the field glasses and enable 
the observer to detect the flash of white 
light in the foreground. It is proposed 
to continue the experiments until an 
invention is perfected, which- it is 
hoped by the war department will en- 
able officers in the field to detect the 
flash from' the enemyVguns.' 


OUR WATER PIPES WANTED. 


************************* 


Rernnrlcal>re Attempt of tbe French 


to Jiullify an American,Contract. 
The city of "Odessa, Russia, is just 


now extending ita water supply system. 
Awhile ago it gave a large order for 
water pipes to an American firm, and 
last May the city authorities were in 
correspondence with other American 
manufacturers with reference to further 
supplies. Consul Heenan at Odessa has 
sent to the state department at Wash- 
ington the particulars of a very curious 
incident in connection with the Ameri- 
can contract now being carried out, says 
the New York Sun. 


When the news was published that 


Americans were going to supply water 
pipe to Odessa, the French government, 
through its embassador at St. Peters- 
burg, asked -if it'were not' possible" to 
.take the contract- for such work out of 
the hands of the Americans and give it 
to French firms. The ground was taken 
that the close political relationship be- 
tween France and Russia entitled the 
French to expect favors of this sort. 


The Russian foreign office at once 


took the matter up, and the governor of 
Odessa was instructed to make inquiries 
and report what-uiight be done:' It did 
not take long for the governor to report 
that the city authorities declared that 
the American pipe was in some re- 
spects better than any competing ma- 
terial, and it was also cheaper, and they 
declined to annul the arrangements 
they had made. They said, .further, 
that their specifications had called for 
water pipe of a certain quality and a 
defined shape, and French manufactur- 
ers did not have pipes of this shape nor 
could they make them. 


The French embaasador appears to be 


as irrepressible as some life insurance 
agents. Nothing daunted by the above 
discouraging information, he wrote to 
the authorities of Odessa to ask if the 
specifications might not be altered so as 
to suit the French pipe. He was at once 
informed that this could not be done, as 
the engineering experts favored the 
shape required by the specifications.

It will be accessble from all .parts of 
the town at all hours of day and night, 
and will be guarded by a battalion of 
the Sons of Veterans. In the heart of 
the city there will be free quarters for 
fully 30,000 additional comrades, so that 
all who come will be sure to be cared 
for. 
Then, again, the committee on 


public comfort have done a big thing. 
They've arranged a plan of registration 
for the visitors, so that one will be able 
to find an old comrade of the war at 
any time, day or night, in 'steen min- 
utes by the "town clock," which, by the 
way, 
isi the biggest clock in> this big 


world. How convenient that will be, 
particularly late at night. But that's! 
onlir one of many goocf ideas of the 
• 


hustling committee, which comes to 
one's mind on the spur of the moment. 


We hear that Secretary of State Hay 


will be here and at the Carnp-Fire will 
read a poem which he has been asked 
to write 'and dedicate to the veterans. 
There'll be a night of it sure, at that 
Camp-Fire. President McKinley, him- 
self a veteran, will be there, and, in 
addition to Secretary Hay, he'll have 
nearly all the members of the cabinet 
along.

Monday, September 4. Reception of 


visiting posts and delegations at rail- 
road stations; parade of naval veterans.

THE BOSTON & ALBANY LEASE. 


The New York Central and Hudson 


river railroad has practically secured 
control of the Boston & Albany road 
for a period of 999 years. The directors 
of both the roads have voted to recom- 
mend the deal of thestockholders. The 
heaviest 
stockholders 
have 
been 


sounded and are favorable and prac- 
*ically nothing is needed to complete 
Ihe deal but the sanction of the state 
legislature. It is expected that the 
legislature will not withhold its con- 
feent though the .state has reserved to 
Itself the right to purchase the Bos- 
Ion & Albany road for a sum equal to 
Its cost with 10 per cent a year added. 
The Boston & Albany people are to be 
guaranteed S per cent on their holdings 
and are to reserve $4,000,000 in money 
or property, which sum represents the 
reserve fund of the Boston and Albany 
for improvements and extraordiny ex- 
penses. 
The reserving of this fund 


tvill be equal to a half of one per cent 
bn the stock of the road and will make 
the earnings of the stock under the 
t^ew York Central management equal 
to S% per cent. 


Railroad authorities say that this is 


hhe most important deal that has been 
made in years. It is a deal of great 
moment to this state and there is like- 
ly to 'be great discussion as to whether 
Massachusetts will be benefited by it. 
The fact that the matter must go be- 
fore the legislature is sufficient to cen- 
tre public attention on it to an un- 
usual extent. The influence 
of the 


fleal on the port of Boston will be fully 
considered. 
The port of New York 


has been grumbling about her com- 
merce while Boston has been con- 
gratulating itself on its steady in- 
crease. The question \ull come up, 
whether under Vanderbilt control the 
Boston & Albany would continue to 
grow in the future as rapidly as it 
has in the past as a feeder of the port 
of Boston. The option the state has 
on the road is quite likely to bring to 
the front in the legislature at the next 
session that element which is in fa-vor 
of public ownership. 
This element 


can have little hope of' influencing the 
legislature to get the state into the 
public ownership plan by buying the 
Boston and Albany road. The ten- 
dency of the state in the past has been 
away from this rather than towards it. 
State connection with railroads has 
been expensive. It would be interest- 
Ing to know the amount annually paid 
by the commonwealth in pensions to 
men injured or disabled in the build- 
Ing of the Hoosac Tunnel and in con- 
nection with other railroad enter- 
prises. 


Besides the question as to what the 


result of this large deal will be to 
Massachusetts there is the very in- 
teresting question why the Central de- 
sires to control the Boston & Albany. 
The banking house of Henry Clews & 
Co., of New York has this to say on 
this point: 


"The significance of the transaction 


is soriiewhat of a mystery; and the fact 
that its meaning is only guessed at 
neutralizes its effect on values. The un- 
precedented length of the lease, 993 
years, and the guaranteeing of S per 
cent, dividends on the stock for that 
•period, excite considerable comment, 
and it is not easy to conceive what rea- 
sons may have lead to these extraor- 
dinary conditions. Among railroad cap 
italists, the deal excites the less sur- 
prise, because the opinion has been 
gaining ground that there is nn real 
remedy 
for destructive competition 


among the roads except through a se- 
ries of consolidations that will create 
a series of amalgamated groups out of 
the several lines connecting the Atlan- 
tic seaboard with the west Discussion 
of this question has developed into a 
general plan of provincial federation of 
rnads, embracing on the one hand the 
Erie, Delaware & Lackawanna and the 
^Delaware & Hudson in alliance with the 
New York Central; and, on the other 
hand, an alliance of the Lehigh Valley 
& Reading companies in conjunction 
•with the Pennsylvania company; while 
the Baltimore & Ohio might unite its 
interests with the southern combination 
or roads. These consolidations are not 
expected to be early achievements, nor 
to be prematurely forced, but to -wait 
for convenient conditions for their con- 
summation. But the scheme has gained 
such a firm positdkm in the convictions 
•of railroad men, that it is very natural- 
ly reasoned that W. K. Vanderbtlt's re- 
ported acquisition is a first step in this 
direction, its object being to bring one 
of the principal New England lines into 
harmonious co-operation with the New 
York Central. 
Therft appears to be 


some reason to suppose that a similar 
arrangement Is under contemplation as 
between the Vanderbilt roads and New 


e.w, Hav.cn & Har.Uojr,a;, which 


receives some plausibility from the sup- 
posed achievement effected in connec- 
tion with the Boston & Albany." 


According to this we are now witnes- 


sing the beginning of a railroad con- 
solidation similar in character and pur- 
pose to the consolidation talcing place 
in the manufacturing world. In further 
support of this we have the announce- 
ment that the New York Central has 
offered to take the Fitchburg railroad 
in perpetuity, guaranteeing 4 per cent, 
to the Fitchburg stockholders!. • 


Making deals for 1000 years and for 


all time is something to stagger the 
person of ordinary opportunities and 
activities. Theg uaranteeing to pay 4 
or S per cent, for 9S9 years or forever 
is astonishing when the marked tend- 
ency to smaller returns for investment 
is considered. Think of the revolutions 
in motive power and methods of trans- 
portation that may come in a century! 
Are we now being brought to face a 
consolidation of transportation inter- 
ests that will fight all development ex- 
cept such development aa may best 
serve the consolidated interests, and 
maintain tariffs that will take 8 per 
cent, on gigantic holdings out of the 
people's pockets for centuries no mat- 
ter what may develop in a reduction of 
cost and earnings in other enterprises 
^ 
and no matter what may develop to 
make obselete that which present rail- 
road capitalization represents.

Owing 
to the possible war, American traders 
are curtailing their orders, and Ameri- 
can firms are withholding shipments 
until they have positive assurance,

for the goods already sent. The great- 
est loss is suffered by the manufac- 
turers of mining machinery and ex- 
porters of lumber. Every mine In the

"The Imperialist policy of England in 


the present day is easily confused with 
the nationalist policy which v.-o have 
abandoned; but It differs from it abso- 
lutelyand entirely," says William Cun- 
ningham in the July Atlantic. "Last 
century we sought to maintain poli- 
tical power here, so as to continue to 
control and direct and develop the re- 
sources of this territory in the inter- 
est of England; we make no such at- 
tempt anywhere today. It is the con- 
stant complaint of our manufacturers 
that they have to contend with ob- 
stacles in our own dependencies; that 
Lancashire mills are restricted in 
their operations by factory acts which 
do not apply in Bombay; and that our 
own colonies set up hostile tariffs 
against us. According to the present 
economic policy of the English gov- 
ernment we never grasp at excludve 
advantages for English producers or 
consumers, but simply maintain fair 
play for all, English, 
American, 


French, German, or any one else. It 
is a cosmopolitan policy,—the policy 
that is necessary for ourselves, but a 
policy which leaves all others free to 
take advantage of all the markets, 
and all the industrial opportunities 
which any district affords." 


"The occasion of the peace conference 


is seized by all sorts of movements and 
causea as a favorable opportunity for 
contrasting the actual conduct of par- 
ticular nations with the high stand- 
ards that their presence at the Hague 
would seem to imply. Thus while Tur- 
key joins in the discussion of means 
for lessening military cruelty and for 
promoting the gentle sway of law and 
justice, Armenian 
committees 
have 


gone to The Hague to beg the confer- 
ence to consider the diabolical horrors 
of Turkey's military methods in that 
unhappy region. While the Czar was 
receiving the rather obsequious homage 
of the conference in 
resolutions of 


praise and congratulation, the people of 
Finland by the hundreds of thousands 
were calling upon the whole world to 
witness his violation of the compact 
under which when Finland became 
nominally subject to the Russian throne 
it was upon the pledge of the mainten- 
ance of the Finnish constitution and 
the virtual independence of the country. 
It is at least interesting to note the 
news that the Czar has- decided to 
abolish the Siberian exile system."— 
From "The Progress of the World," in 
the American Monthly Review of Re- 
views for June. 


"Anniston, 
Alabama, 
holds the 


record for heroic treatment of the kin- 
dergarten problem. There is in that 
city 
one public kindergarten, 
one 


teacher, and 122 pupils! The teacher 
may have some assistance, but if so 
it is voluntarily, or supplied by stu- 
dent kindergartners, and not due to 
any prodigal generosity on the part of 
Aninston. That kindergattner should 
have a monument and it should be 
erected at once, while she yet lives 
and labors. When the time comes for 
an inscription, if-it be no more than 
'She hath done what she could,' it will 
be high and ample praise;—indeed, 
the highest praise possible to any 
teacher under similar circumstances. 
Presumably this kindergarten was in- 
troduced as a doubtful experiment, 
upon which it -would be impossible to 
spend too little money; and perhaps 
the future expansion of the system in 
that neighborhood, is to depend largely 
on the success of this teacher in re- 
working the miracle of feeding the 
five thousand. There is one other kin- 
dergarten in Alabama, however, in the 
village of Bessemer. The teacher there 
has only 75 pupils, which is even 
better than Milwaukee, and- luxury 
compared with- Anniston; 
doubtless 


she commands it proportionately low 
salary in order'that the public may get 
its money's worth."—Gubton's Maga- 
zine. 


"Very much has be'e-n said and written 


of Mrs. McKinley, -and yet the half of 
her gentleness a-nd beauty of character 
has never been told. Her most charm- 
ing characteristic is her perfect sincer- 
ity and thoughtfulness for others. No 
day passes over her head without her 
doing something for'someone. If she 
hears of an affliction of any kind over- 
taking anyone—no matter how much 
a stranger—she will immediately order 
something sent to that person^ if 
nothing more than a bunch of flowers 
or a cheering message; in some way she 
conveys her sympathy and good wishes. 


Her friends endeavor to keep from her 


knowledge many instances1 of illness or 
'sorrow, because she immediately makes 
a personal matter of them, a,nd is un- 
tiring in her interest until all Is well 
again. No one ever heard her utter a 
complaint about her own ill-health. She 
is always bright and cheerful, never in 
any way alluding to herself, or to the 
affliction that has held her captive for 
more than twenty years. Her refined 
face, sweet smile and tender expression, 
reflect the spirit of resignation and 
loveliness which suffering has wrought. 
She is interested in everything, with 
the enthusiasm of the most vigorous 
and active of women. Her busy fingers 
have wrought much for charity. Some 
time ac;o she had finished more than 
three thousand five hundred pairs of 
knitted slippers for ladies and children, 
all of \\hich had bean given to friends 
or for chanty to invalids. 
Many of 


these slippers have been sold for large 
sums it church and charity fairs. It 
does not require an expert to figure 
that by her own hands Mrs. McKinley 
has earned a considerable sum for be- 
nevolent purposes. Her 
example of 


continuous employment demonstrates 
that occupation Is the surest defense 
against ennui and depression of spir- 
its and morbidness from enforced con- 
finement, most Of the time within doors. 


The young women of today, in whom 


she is devotedly interested, should profit 
J»y. her example and retrain, from the 


reckless waste of time to which all too 
many of them^are inclined. 


Her devotion aa mother and wife 


amounts to idolatry. The pictures of 
her angel babies are ever before her. 
She never wearies of speaking of them 
and their cherished beauty and \vin- 
someness. When listening to her as she 
talks of them with so much motherly 
tenderness-, one can scarcely believe 
that a score of yeara have come and 
gone since they joined the cherubs in 
heaven. 


Her adoration for her husband is well 


known. No one can be in her presence 
long without feeling convinced that 
"out of the fullness of hear heart her 
mouth speaketh." She idealizes him in 
a way that is perfectly beautiful; to her 
he ia far more than a perfect man—he 
is divine. She descants upon him with 
all the fervor of a maiden in her teens. 
She deeply appreciates the thoughtful- 
ness that prompts him Uo leave the 
cabinet meetings or other important 
councils, if they are at all protracted, 
to seek her and. see that she is happy 
and has the cgmpanionship of some 
agreeable person. She is never left 
alone or allowed to beaoma cnnuyee 
by the society of tjedious- people. No 
matter of state could ever so engross the 
president as to make him forget his 
delicate wife for an hour. She- -enjoys 
everything- the president does—travel- 
ing, driving, music, birds, flowers, the 
sight of people. She can never be in- 
duced to be separated from her husband 
even for a day, unless it is impossible 
for her to -accompany him. The writer 
heard her rebuke a wife one day who 
announced her intention, of going to 
Europe, leaving her husband and chil- 
dren at home; and I am not sure, after 
Mrs. McKinley's remarks, that the lady 
had the heart to carry out her plans. 
If she did, I am sure her conscience 
must have reminded her of what the 
"First Lady of the Land" thought of 
•svives who put the sea between them- 
selves and their families. Verily the 
domestic fecility of the President and 
Mrs. McKinley demonstrates that there 
exist in this world of infelicity at least 
"two souls that are as one."—Mrs. John 
A. Logan, in Frank Leslie's Popular 
Monthly for June. 


The acute stage of the dispute be- 


tween Great Britain and the South 
African Republic precipitated by the 
failure of the late conference between 
President 
Kruger 
and 
Sir 
Alfred 


Milner, brings again into prominence 
the subject of the relations between 
these countries. In an intensely in- 
teresting article on "England and the 
Transvaal," in the July number of the 
North American Review, Mr. Sydney 
Brooks, who resided for some time 
among- the Boers and made a close 
study of the condition and the in- 
stitutions of their country, gives a 
omprehensive account of the events 
and the singular political 
arrange- 


ments in the Transvaal which have 
led to the friction between the little 
Dutch Republic and the British Em- 
pire. The position of the Uitlanders, 
as described by Mr. Brooks, is cer- 
:ainly an unenviable one: 


'In the Transvaal itself the situa- 


tion is almost too fantastic for serious 
presentation. The Uitlanders, seven- 
eights of whom ,belong to the English- 
speaking race, outnumber the Boers 
by more than two to one. They own 
:ialf the land and contribute nineteen- 
twentieths of the public revenue. It 
s through their brains and energy 
that the Transvaal has been raised 
from bankruptcy into its 
present 


prosperity. They are citizens of the 
rhost progressive countries in 
the 


world, accustomed 
to 
self-govern- 


ment and intolerant of any encroach- 
ments upon their liberty. . . . The 
Uitlanders have 
an 
even 
greater 


share of 
the 
intelligence of 
the 


country than of its wealth. Neverthe- 
ess, they are .kept in complete sub- 
iection to their bucolic task-ma&ters. 
They are not allowed to vote, except 
'or a legislative chamber that cannot 
egislate; they liave no voice in the 
spending of the .money taken from 
heir pockets; they see millions of 
dollars lavished on the secret service 
and fortifications at Pretoria, while 
Johannesburg remains 
a nest-hole; 


heir language is proscribed in the 
schools and law-courts of a city where 
not one man in a thousand speaks 
anything but English; a clipped and 
barren dialect, as much beneath pure 
Dutch as Czechish is beneath Russian, 
is enthroned in its place; and their 
children are forced to learn geography 
and history from Dutch text books 
after passing the elementary stand- 
ards—the president, with a directness 
that would' have come home to the 
late Mr. Dingley, seeking to popular- 
ize his native taal by a tax of one 
hundred per cent upon foreign books. 
It is grotesque to think of Englishmen 
and Americans being treated in this 
fashion, and it is quite beyond imagi- 
nation that they should rest passive 
in such a. house of bondage. The re- 
strictions on franchise and education 
fall hardest, not on the capitalists 
and large mine owners, who are most- 
ly absentees, but on the 
lawyers, 


doctors, business men and the work- 
ins classes who have settled in the 
Rand district less as a speculation than 
to make it their home and earn a liv- 
ing and bring up their families. .', . 
In other words, they have a country; 
and that country is the Transvaal; 
and as men who have taken up a per- 
manent residence in it, they demand, 
not unreasonably, that it should be 
made politically and socially endur- 
able."

"Oh, do," says everybody. 
So the graphophone is wound up, and 


begins its wild career. 
From that 


time on it produces continuous strains 
of 
popular songs, dialect stories,

dialect stories, Sousafs band marches, 
popular songs, dialect stones, Sousa's 
band marches, popular songs, clia—. 
All that the assembled company is ex- 
pected to do is to wait anxiously the 
end of each selection, and then to PX- 
clann in an eager chorus "Wasn't it 
lovely?" "Did you understand what it 
said?" "Oh perfectly, almost, that is." 
"Do wind it up again," and the like. 
These phrases may be repeated just 
as many times as the graphophone is 
allowed to run, and witho*. t any more 
sense of monotony than the instrument 
itself produces.

Cabinet Satisfied with Plan 


of Reinforcements, 


Washington, July 1.—The first orders 


were issued yesterday for recruiting the 
troops under the clause authorizing the 
enlistment of 35,000 men. The order con- 
templates enlisting men for the three 
BkeJeton regiments in the Philippines. 
Recruiting officers have been instructed 
to enlist men with this understanding. 


The situation in the Philippines was 


discussed at the cabinet meeting yester- 
day and general satisfaction \va® ex- 
pressed in the administration's plans for 
the reinforcement of General Otis, which 
contemplate the reopening 
of active 


operations on a lar'ge scale when the 
rainy season closes Sept. 15. Secretary 
Alger reported that enlistments viere 
coming up to expectations. With a view 
to officering- the regiments raised under 
the volunteer provisions of the army bill, 
the records of the officers of the volun- 
teer organizations which saw service in 
Cuba and Porto Rico, and which are now 
serving in the Philippines, are being 
carefully examined in order that recog- 
nition may be given to such of them as 
may desire to re-eater or continue in the 
service according to their ability and 
merit. Some of the meritorious non- 
commissioned officers may also be recog- 
nized. State lines ar* to be ignored. 
Some regular officers we also to be com- 
missioned as volunteer officer®. 


One of the members of the cabinet, 


speaking in connection with the cam- 
paign in th^. Philippines, said last night: 
"The president has given General Otis 
to understand that he is to have all the 
men necessary in the conduct of the 
operations 
against 
the insurgents. 


Otis has been told this in so many words, 
the president having said to 'him, in 
effect, that if he (Otis) did not have 
enough men it was his own fault. 
The 


president also realizes that the better 
the men are cared for and their health 
preserved the more capable they \vill be 
of doing effective work, and before the 
rainy season began General Otis was 
instructions to prepare for it, and in va- 
rious ways was given to understand the 
pr->sident's desire that the 
soliders 


sh xld be well cared for and well fad." 


The news that the army is to be in- 


creased has brought many members of 
congress to Washington. Although yes- 
terday was cabinet day, and both the 
president and the heads of departments 
earnestly struggled to escape from visit- 
ors, the seekers for the army commis- 
sions are giving them no rest. 


Adjutant General Corbin says that, as 


he understands the president's plan, the 
first chance at the new commissions will 
be given to volunteer officers of the late 
war who had shown exceptional merit i 
in the field; next regular officers who had 
a similar record, but who have not yet 
received a deserved promotion; and last, 
those volunteers who during the lata 
war, having no opportunity to display 
their gallantry at the front, had the 
finest records in camp. 
, 


A statement prepared in the office ol 


the adjutant general of the army shows 
that with the departure of the transport 
Pennsylvania from San Francisco about 
3000 reinforcements were dispatched to 
the Philippines this week. These troops 
ore carried by the transports Zalandia, 
Sheridan. Valencia and Pennsylvania. 
end include 59 officers and 3414 enlisted 
men. About half of the trcops are re- 
cruits intended to fill gaps in the regi- 
ments in the Philippines caused by 
deaths, 
disabilities 
and 
discharges. 


There are about 3000 recruits at San 
Francisco, which are also intended to 
recruit the regular regiments 
in the 


Philippines 
up to their 
maximum 


strength of 125 men to a company. In- 
cluding the Nineteenth infantry, under 
orders for Manila and troops at San 
Francisco, there are 4000 ready to start 
for Manila as soon as transportation can 
be provided. 


The sudden rush for retirement by 


officers in the navy who were supposed 
to be deeply interested in active service 
has caused some persons to suppose that 
disaffection with their duties was at the 
ibottom of it. The phenomenon is ex- 
plained at the navy department, how- 
ever, as due to a provision in the navy 
personnel law for the voluntary retire- 
ment at the close of each fiscal year of a 
sufficient numbar of captains, com- 
manders, lieutenant commanders, lieu- 
tenants and junior grade lieutenants to 
insure there being always 13 vacancies 
above the grade of commander, 20 in that 
of lieutenant commander, 29 in that of 
lieutenant and 40 in that of junior grade 
lieutenant. 


Enough men from the next lower 


grades to fill these vacancies shall then 
be retired with the retiring pay of the 
grades in which the vacancies existed. 
If not enough voluntary retirements 
shall occur to carry out these terms ol 
the law, then a board is to be convened 
to select for compulsory retirement, with 
the pay of their own grades, those men 
•whose efficiency records shall be found 
to be poorest. 


At first the applications came in slow- 


ly; then the full meaning of the law 
came to be more widely understood, and 
with'.n a week or two—the fiscal year 
1S99'ending yesterday—th*re have been 
more applications than the law provides 
for. It will be necessary to weed out the 
applications before the retiring orders 
can be issued, and there will be many 
disappointments. In each case where 
the personnel bill operates, the retiring 
pay will be larger than the full pay of 
the officer in the grade he now holds, so 
retirement is a profitable move. 


STAPLE 
PRICES 
ARE 
HIGH. 


Last Half of 1899 Promises to Equal In Pros- 


perity the Period Just Passed. 


New York, July 1.—Bradstreef s says: 


Though seasonably quieter in many 
lines, the strength of the general busi- 
ness situation remains apparently un- 
abated and the half year closes with the 
commercial and financial community 
contemplating very satisfactory returns 
in the recent past and manifesting 
cheerful confidence regarding the out- 
look for the last half of 1899. 


In the volume of business done the first 


half of 1899 will rank hlcher than the 
best hitherto experiences, and the not- 
able rise in prices of the past spring 
has done much to reconcile traders to the 
small margins of profits which modern 
business operations tend toward making 
permanent. Staple prices today are In a 
majority of instances well above quo- 
tationo ruling for some years past, the 
general level being the highest slnc« 
early in 1893. 


In some in«tance». noit&blr i« 'nnn and 


steel, recent advances have brought th» 
level of prices well above anything re- 
ported since 1892. That the transporta» 
tion interests have shared to a hnse do- 
gt ee in the business—resulting from sev- 
eral years of large crops and active de- 
mand—is proved by the current good re- 
turns, the best reported so far this year 
and indicating a progressive gain over 
all previous records for the six months. 


Bank clearings, too, furnish testimony 


to the widespread activity in general 
business ami in finance in a total unpre- 
cedented for Juno and for the six months 
of the year, indicating an increase over 
the heav!t»- totals of preceding years of 
at least 46 percent. June clearings point 
to a total In excess of $7,000,000,000, an in- 
ci ease of 31 percent over the correspond- 
ing month of last year. Last, but by no 
means least, is the showing made as re- 
gards business embarrassments for June, 
the second quarter and the first half of 
the present year. 


There is little in the immediate out- 


look 'that can be construed as unfavor- 
able. The iron trade faces a very good 
outlook for the balance of the year at 
prices which guarantee large profits, 
providing adequate supplies of raw and 
partly manufactured materials can be 
secured. The labor situation has been 
one of ttte most satisfactory features of 
the half year's business, voluntary ad- 
vances iaving raised the compensation 
of thousands of operatives, ar.d labor 
troubles being conspicuous by their ab- 
sence till toward the close of the period 
under review. 


In agricultural lines the outlook is in 


the main favorable. 
Good weather 


throughout the country has allowed a 
rather better o'utturn in winter wheat 
than was looked for earlier and genera.1 
rains throughout the south have helped 
the cotton crop situation, while rice and 
sugar have also measurably improved. 


The closing week of the half year finds 


special strength and activity in iron, 
lumber and wool and woolen goods. A 
feature of interest in this connection is 
the advancing prices of fine wools 
abroad, which geem to insure, tempor- 
arily at least, a for&ign market for con- 
siderable high grade domestic wool. 
Manufactured fabrics share in this 
strength. Confidence in a good fall trade 
is evidenced by reports coming from 
reany markets of good orders already 
booked, the volume of such business al- 
ready done varying from 10 to 30 percent 
in excess of last year. 


A low ebb may be said to have been 


reached in failures, there biin'g a de- 
crease as regards number of 21 percent 
from last year, of 2S percent from 1897 
and of 34 percent from 1896, while the 
liabilities are 30 percent smaller than 
they were a year ago, 46 percent less than 
in 1897 and 52 percent less than in 1896. 
Failures are fewer this year than they 
have been for 17 years past, and the lia- 
bilities involved are smaller than in any 
year since 1881. 


Non-Union Men Fired Upoi!, 


Marion, Ills., July 1.—As a train on the 


Illinois Central, carrying a coach load of 
negroes from Pana to Brush's mine, 
stopped at the Fredonia mine, a large 
number of striking union miners opened 
fire on the negroes, killing one man and 
wounding about 20 others. Before the 
toloody work could, be carried further 
the train pulled out for Johnson City. 
When it reached a point one mile north 
of Brush's mine the negroes were un- 
loaded and marched across the country 
to their destination. There is great ex- 
citement in the neighborhood of Brush's 
mine and "a battle between the working 
negroes, who are well armed, and the 
strikers, who are on the ground ready 
for a fight, may be precipitated at any 
moment.

Mrs. Kelley attempted to live with her 
husband a number of times, but found 
it impossible. Kelley has been in the 
police station a number of times under 
arrest. He is 36 years old. Mrs. Kelley 
was about 35. 


The autopsy was held by Medical Ex- 


aminer Irish and Drs. Melg-s, Burnham 
and Jones. 
One bullet-hole was found! 


in the back of the neck, and~~this one 
caused death. 
Over the left eye was a 


furrow, as though another shot had 
ploughed its way along the skin for a 
short distance. 
No trace of the third 


shot could be found, and it is probable 
that it went wide of the mark. 


The autopsy convinced the doctors 


that Mrs. Kelley was fleeing from her 
husband when the first shot was fired, 
and they state that oeath must have 
been instantaneous.. 
On the death re- 


turn it was recorded that the woman 
came to her death by a pistol wound 
Inflicted by her husband. 


When Kelley was being booked fit the 


police station he said to those around 
him: "Gentlemen, I am innocent of this 
crime, and I want the public to know 
it. 
I did not murder my wife. 1 love 


her as any man loves his wife. I think 
the world of the woman. If I murdered 
her, do you suppose I would surrender 
to these officers? 
I could have been ia 


New Tork or Chicago in 24 hours, if I 
had done anything to run for. 
I slept 


in Lawrence last night. I admit that 
that I have had trouble. 
She was in a 


house on Concord street that I wanted 
to take her out of, and that caused it. 
But I did not kill her." 


While Mrs. Kelley was a hard-working 


woman, and might have been given sym- 
pathy for her hard lot. she did not en- 
ter upon it without an idea of her 
future. 
She had lived with Kelley for 


some months without the formality of 
the marriage ceremony, and It was only, 
after their arrest for offense against 
the moral code -'.is.t the woman became 
a wife. 
A justice of the peace per- 


formed the ceremony. 
Since her mar- 


riage, Mrs. Kelley faithfully tried to 
make home life agreeable, but the dis- 
sipation of her husband made all her 
efforts fruitless. 


Stabbed In the Back.

WILL STUDY ENTIRE WORLD. 


Callfornioji Continue* a Five 


Tears' Journey Around the Earth. 
J. F. Anderson, a young Californian, 


left New York recently for the gulf to 
continue a five years' journey aronnd 
the world. This is the third year. His 
object in traveling this way is to know 
jbis home country thoroughly before go- 
ing abroad. He bas visited 81 states 
Already, and intends to visit the rest on 
his way to the gulf. 


He started from Pomona, Cal., in 


1697, in a small cover d wagon, eays 
the New York Journal, and went into 
Mexico. On May 20, 1897, he left the 
Mexican border and d-"ove np through 
California. After attending tho Chris- 
tian Endeavor convention in Snu Fran- 
cisco, in July, he drove through the 
timber regions of Oregon and Washing- 
ton to the Canadian line, and spent the 
Winter on Fuget sound. On May 11 he 
left Seattle, crossing tho Cascade moun- 
tains and the lava beds of Idaho, and 
entered Yellowstone park about the last 
of June. 


While crossing the plains of South 


Dakota he traveled for several days 
without water 
and fuel. 
Passing 


through 31 states he reached New York, 
after riding 3,500 miles in a wagon. 
He sold the team and bought a bicycle, 
BO he could resume the rest of the jour- 
ney on this continent.; .-After making a 
study of people in every section of this 
and other countries in the world Ander- 
son will take a university course. He 
Bakes enough in the winter to pay for 
bis summer travel. He bas a email 
leather notebook that contains thenost- 
ttarks ol many of the towns and cities 
Ihrougb/wbich Ke has passed, including 
many hundreds of miles from any rail- 
Toad. 


Anderson will leave the gulf the early 


part of next year for London, where he 
Intends to visit the Christian Endeavor 
convention. He will attend the Paris 
exposition. AfteJ that he will cross the 
Alps, and from Italy will go by water 
to Constantinople, and from there will 
traverse Asia Minor in much the same 
manner as in the west. In 1901 he will

pensive than ihe other method. All the 
money spent by the commissions is 
well spent. Laud along tbe Missouri 
river where we have put in work has 
doubled in value because of it."

A SHORE DINNER. 


Like the New England boiled dinner 


the shore dinner is distinctively a north- 
ern affair. It Is to the north what the 
barbecue is to the south, and yet differs 
from that feast in that?l can be served 
to few or many, while the roast ox of 
the south can only be dished up to ad- 
vantage and without great pecuniary 
!oss to a multitude.. The New England 
shore dinner serves as a magnet to draw 
many a man—and woman, too— to the 
seashore resorts, and although cheaply 
served is by reason of the expense in 
reaching it generally a costly meal. Of 
"necessity its surroundings are crude 
and primitive, and in most cases your 
dinner is "thrown at you." Yet we ac- 
cept the many inconveniences for the 
sake of the treat. 


Why not have the shore dinner at your 


homes? With the present railroad fa- 
cilities there is no place in the east where 
all the essentials cannot be furnished at 
a reasonable price. I have before me a 
bill of fare of one of the most popular 
shore dinners*furni9hed in New England, 
and to demonstrate that it can be gotten 
up almost anywhere we will reproduce it: 


Fish or Clam Chowder. 


Steamed Clams. 
Butter Sauce. 


Baked Blue Fish. 
Potato Chips. 


Fried Sea Perch. Fried Clams, 


Green Corn. Cucumbers. 


Pie or Pudding. 


Watermelon. 
Tea or Coffee. 


That is the meal people go miles to 


enjoy. There is nothing about it difficult 
to cook, nothing there that cannot be 
prepared for a pacty of five as well as 
for a party of 500, no reason why it can~ 
not be tastily and daintily served. 


I have In previous issues given you a 


recipe for fish and clam chowder and 
will not repeat them at this time. 


For steaming you should select small 


clams. (The sooner you, get them after 
they are taken from the sand the better). 
Wash them in fresh water severals times 
to thoroughly remove the sand, and 
when clean put them in a large stewpan 
or kettle and place over a quick fire. 
Don't put in any water at all. The clams 
will furnish all that is required. As soon 
as the shells open remove at once from 
the liquor and serve hot, with butter 
sauce. The butter sauce is simply melt- 
ed butter. Put a generous slice of but- 
ter in. a small dish and set this dish in a 
kettle of hot water until the butter is 
melted. Let each of your guests add 
salt, pepper and vinegar to his or her 
taste. 


The bluefish should he stuffed with 


bread stuffing well larded with pork or 
bacon, and baked slowly until well done 


Fry the perch in deep fat. having first 


rolled them in bread crumbs. 


Fried clams require a bit more care. 


Select small clams. Carefully remove 
from the shell and place in a colander. 
Shake well to rid them of surplus juire, 
place in a batter and fry a golden brown. 
I ha.\ c fovir.d the bsst J^-itpr nne made of 
well-beaten eggs, a pinch of salt and 
sufficient flour to give the required stiff- 
ness. 


The other dishes are those found on 


any table in their season and require no 
special mention.

Cover the 
kettle and boil slowly until the fruit S3 
broken to pieces. Put the fruit, juico and 
all, in a coarse bag. hanging the same in 
a warm place to allow the juice to drip. 
Toward tne last of the dripping take 
two spoons and press very lightly on the- 
Bides of the bag to force the remaining 
juice through. Do not be too economi- 
cal about getting out every bit of the 
juice, for the more you squeeze it the 
cloudier the jelly will be when finished. 
Measure the juice, and to every pint al- 
low one pound of sugar; put the juice on 
the fire, and after it begins to boil, let it 
continue to do so for just twenty min- 
utes. Do not cover the juice, antl do 
not let it boil too hard. Skim frequently. 
At the same time you put the juice'on. 
place the sugar in a pan in the oven tot 
heat; stir it up frequently from the bot- 
tom; 
should it brown a little on top 1* 


will not harm it. When the time of boil- 
ing is up, throw the sugar into the boil- 
ing juice, stirring constantly. It will 
hiss as it fallls in, and melt at once. Let 
the jelly just come to a boil and din out. 
Have rei. dy a heated pitcher with a 
piece of cheese cloth, wet in hot waten 
over the top. Put each dipporful of the 
jelly through this strainer, it will rua 
through like water, and if the cloth is as 
hot as you can wring it out of the water 
there will be no waste of the jelly. Have 
the jelly glasses standing in a pan of hot 
water; take out, drain a minute, and 
turn the jelly in from the pitcher. Fill 
the glasses full and set away to cool. 
If these rules are followed out, no one 
n&ed have poor or cloudy jelly. If it 
seems not quite as solid the next day as 
desired, set the glasses in the sun, and it 
will shrink to any desired consistency. 
Seal the top of the glasses over with 
white paper. Use only the best white 
granulated sugar. Loaf sugar is better 
still if one can afford it. 


OMELET. 


One-half cup scalded milk, one 


spoonful butter, one teaspoon corn 
starch, two eggs, one-half teaspoonful 
salt and one-half teaspoonful pepper. 
Cook tlr? corn starch in the hot butter; 
add the hot rnilk gradually, stirring un- 
til smooth. 
Cool it slightly, then add 


the well-beaten yolks, and then the 
whites beaten stiff. Butter a hot omelet 
pan; pour in enough of the egg to cover 
the pan, roll it over as it cooks, and when 
brown toss it out into a hot platrer. Cook 
the remainder in the same way. By cook- 
ing the corn starch in the butter there 
will be no raw taste of it in thfi omelet. 
This omelet will not become heavy if 
not eaten e.t once.

CREOLE FRITTERS. 


One half-pint of water, two ounces of 


butter, one-quarter pound of flour, three 
eggs, one-quarter of an ounce of cur- 
rants. Put the water and butter in a 
saucepan with one lemon peel. When 
the water boils well, take out the peel, 
lift the saucepan from the fire, and put 
the flour in by degrees, heating well; 
put the paste back on the fire for a min- 
ute or two, beating all the time, then 
take off the fire, break the eggs into the 
paste, one at a time, beating well. Should 
it be too stiff, break another egg into the 
paste, beat the currants in well, that 
they may be well mixed throughout the 
paste. Have^a saucepan with some hot 
lard in it (not too hot at first), a-nd with 
a teaspoon drop the paste into it; 
when they have swelled enough make 
the lard a little hotter to color them. 
Take out and serve with powdered sugar. 
This quantity is sufficient for ten per- 
sons. 


STRAWBERRY SHORTCAKE. 


Mix and sift twice, one and one-half 


cups flour, one and one-half teaspoon- 
fuls baking powder, one teaspoonful 
sugar, one half-teaspoonful salt; work 
in one and one-half tablespoonfuls but- 
ter with tips of fingers. Add gradually 
one-haf cup of milk. Toss on a floured 
board, pat and roll in a circular piece 
one-half inch in thickness. Bake in a 
hot oven fifteen minutes. Split, butter 
the lower half and spread with berries, 
which have been sprinkled with sugar, 
allowed to stand thirty minutes, then 
slightly crushed. Cover with the upper 
half inverted. Butter and sprinkle with 
berries. Serve with or without whipped 
cream. 


RHUBARB PIE. 


Steam the rhubarb. Drain off ttlfll 


water; beat the pulp until fine: add to 
one pint of pulp one cup of sugar, ona 
teaspoonful flour, and two eggs. Bake 
in one crust and cover with meringue. 


ROASTED POTATOES WITH BEEF. 


Pare the potatoes and place in the pan 


in the rack with the meat, basting when 
you do the beef. They -nill be nicely 
browned and mealy when the meat 19 
done. 


BREAD-AND-BUTTER PUDDING. 
Butter thin slices of bread sufficient to 


two-thirds fill a two-quart pudding 
dish. Butter the dish thickly with cold 
butter and put in a layer of bread; sprin- 
kle over it a little cinnamon and grat- 
ed nutmeg and add a generous layer of 
raisins, and so on until the bread is 
used. Cover with milk and let it stand 
over night or several hours. Then drain 
off the milk which the bread has not ab- 
sorbed, and add to it four pggs, well 
beaten, three-quarters of a cup of sugar, 
and half a teaspoonful of salt. Pour 
this into the dish, press the bread down 
several times.then add enough more milk 
to fill nearly to the top of the dish. Bake 
in a moderate oven three hours, cover it 
at first, but do not stir it.

Volunteer Addition to Fire 
Department to be Presen- 


ted to Council for 


Authority. 


FOR PROTECTION OF GOODS 


From Water and Thefts at Fires in 


Business Blocks. Prominent Young 


Men Enlisted to Join. Similar 


to Insurance Patrols in 


the Big Cities, 


A fire patrol, composed of prominent 


young men of the city, is being dis- 
cussed, and the plan of 
authorizing 


such a company will probably be pre- 
sented to the city cpuncil at its next 
meeting. 


This is to be a volunteer company, 


similar to those in many cities, and 
working along the same lines as the 
insurance patrols in the large cities. 
Its duty is to supplement the work of 
the regular fire department and the 
police force, especially at fires in the 
business parts of the city, where the 
stocks of stores are in danger. 


The company is supposed to be equip- 


ped with rubber blankets with which 
tr> cover goods to protect them from 
damage by water, and to soe that thefts 
are not committed during the fire. In 
the large cities where these organiza- 
tions are controlled and conducted by 
the insurance companies, they are com- 
pletely equipped with all the appliances 
that would save goods while the fire 
department is working on the fire, and 
they are able to save much property 
from loss by water. They are so valu- 
able that the insurance companies find 
it profitable to maintain them at their 
own expense, and in most cases they 
are on hand as soon or sooner than the 
regular department. 


In many smaller cities there are or- 


ganizations of the kind, made up of 
young men who volunteer their serv- 
ices, and they hav'e been demonstrated 
to be of much service. Chief Byars 
has been planning the details of such 
a company here, in company with one 
or two of the prominent young men, 
and expects to be able to have the mat- 
ter presented at the next council, to 
give the company authority to do such 
work as is intended. 


About a dozen young men have signi- 


fied their willingness to join such an 
organization, and there would be no 
difficulty in securing a capable work- 
ing force from them. 


It is probable that the insurance 


companies would be willing to fur- 
nish some of the equipment needed, in 
the line of rubber fire blankets, etc., 
and the expense to the city in author- 
izing it would be very little. It i? P-- 
pected that the plan will go through, 
and that the company will be a valu- 
able aid to the 
fire 
department. 


The question of insurance rates does 


not enter into the plans at all, and 
anything that 
the 
insurance com- 


panies might do in connection with it 
would be done without pledges for well 
known reasons connected with 
the 


long promised new schedule.

brigade in Boston Thursday stated that

too short to allow for the supply of new 
in time for the camp at South Framing- 
ham, that the rationing of troops as had 
been proposed will be abandoned by 
the state.

The matter was left for decision 
by the regimental commanders. 


General Dalton announced that rub- 


ber blankets and woolen blankets will 
be issued, and that after orders had 
been issued for the requisition of these 
articles, requisitions would be honored 
in order of their receipt. 


Very Slow Printers, 


The end of the first half of the year 


has brought with it no trace of any 
new schedule of insurance rates, such 
as was expected some months ago. A 
recent letter from one of the local 
agents to Boston brought out the in- 
formation, which was given in prac- 
tically the same form months before, 
that the schedule was still in the 
hands of the printers. Local persons 
are beginning to think that the said 
printers must be remarkably slow ar- 
tists in their line, if it really takes 
them from the first of March to the 
first of July and nobody knows how- 
much longer, to issue such a schedule. 
It is probable that the local typograph- 
ical union would put printers of this 
class on the apprentice list, and it is 
to be hoped that not all the printers in 
Boston are so given to delay in turn- 
ing out their work. 


Expected Good Fireworks Trade, 


Dealers in fireworks report that an 


unusually good business is expected 
this year, on account of the absence of 
much celebration last year. Not many 
novelties in fireworks are displayed, 
but the war has given names to some 
varieties of fireworks this year. Ths 
dealers 
have "Manila showers" and 


Dewey bombs," which are said to be 
wonderful inventions. 
A novelty this 


year are musical candles which emit 
balls that screech different notes in 
succession. The electric candles are 
new. Their balls glow like a carbon in 
an electric light. 


Lewis Warner's Sentence.

ter. District Attorney Hammond stated 
yesterday that it is possible that a spe- 
cial session, of the superior court may 
be called for sentence.

New York Central Made an Offer Which 


Was Refused. 


The practical lease of the Boston & 


Albany road by the New York Central 
yesterday in of especial local interest 
inasmuch as the Central also wants 
the Fitchburg. 
The Fitchburg is a 


natural New England connection of 
the West Shore, and its territorial re- 
lations with the Boston and Albany 
system are so close that the Vander- 
bilts are desirous of controlling the 
property. The fact was made known 
yesterday that the New York Central 
management had offered to lease the 
Fitchburg in perpetuity on a .guaran- 
tee of 4 per cent on the stock. 
But 


this offer was refused, and General 
Counsel George A. Torrey of the Fitch- 
burg says that his road 3s not at all 
affected. The New York Tribune had 
the following in an article on the pros- 
pects: 


"It is admitted that the Fitchburg will 


soon follow the Boston and Albany into 
the New York Central, and now it is re- 
ported that the Vanderbilt interests 
have made overtures to the Central 
Vermont to get control of that road, and 
so dominate the- New England traffic. 
Dr. \v. Seward Webb has been the 
agent in negotiating with the Fitcbhurg 
and the Central Vermont. He has beei? 
much pleased with the progress made, 
a.nd it is understood that plans are 
practically agreed upon and only the 
formal steps remain to be taken at the 
proper time. 


"V>"hile the lease of the Boston and 


Albany, the Vermont Central and the 
Fitchburg would give- the Vanderbilts 
supreme control in the upper part of 
New England, yet the fact remains that 
the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford controls the lower part of that dis- 
trict. It is generally believed that it 
will be only a matter of time until thd 
New Ha veil \\ill lose its identity and 
b:- merged either inljo the New York 
Central or the Pennsylvania." 


The New York World his the follow- 


ing in its Wall street news: 


"It was stated on excellent authority 


that the directors of the New York Cen- 
tral will formulate a. proposition to the 
Boston and Albany stockholders for a 
long-term lease of their line, and that 
the plan cf the Messrs. Vanderbilt also 
contemplates the 
a-jquinntr of 
the 


Fitchburg road, which «ill be used to 
relieve the Boston and Albany of grain 
traffic and other low-class freight."

The new bicycle law of New York 


state repeals all village and city laws 
on the subject, and should be remem- ; 
bored by all wheelmen \\ho go into- the 
state. It places the maximum fine for , 
riding on the sidewalk at $3. If $5 is of- 
fered to the officer at the time of his 
arrest he is obliged to accept it and re- 
lease the prisoner. Ke is also obliged ! 
to accept the bicycle, if offered, as se- 
curity, on similar terms. 


A rider without a lamp may proceed 


to his destination at a speed not ex- 
ceeding six miles an hour, provided he 
rings his bell frequently. Riders must 
give audible warning when meeting or 
passing teams or pedestrians, but are 
not compelled to carry bells. Unim- 
proved sidewalks are free to all. 


Those refusing to pay fines may be j 


imprisoned. Restrictions on speed must 
be no less severe than for other ve- 
hicles. Sidepaths may be built by cy- 
clists for their own use.
